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WPB Chief Indicates Increase 
In Production and Employment 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(AP)—WPB Chairman J. A. Krug today predicted the pro- 
duction rate of peacetime manufacturing industries would be 12 per cent higher, in dollar 


value, by the end of the year than in the “normal” prewar years 1939-41.

Employment by December, -Krug said, would be 94 per cent of peacetime normal. His 
estimates were based on a War Production Board survey of 42 major industries. 
By next June, Krug declared, the production rate of reconverting industry will have 


soared to 187 per cent of normal‘ 
and employment to 133 per cent. 
‘Reconversion is coming along 
better than we had expected,” 
Krug told a news conference.

Five of the 15 race drivers

Two of the five named drivers 
have had their driver’s licenses re 
voked this year for speeding and 
other violations, records show. 

Traffic Judge Luke Arnold re- 
voked the driving license of Jack 
Cantrell, 18, of Dawsonville, Ga., 
four weeks ago when the youth 
was bound over in traffic court 
on a manslaughter charge. 

Arnold also revoked the driving 
license of Howard Farmer, 19, also 
listed by police records as “How- 
ard Turner,” six weeks ago. Farm- 
er was arrested by city police on 
a total of 35 charges ranging from 
speeding to shooting at another 
and assault on an officer after a 
wild chase.

LITTLE BOYS CHEER 
Timid Tokyo 
Frightened by 


Americans

TOKYO, Friday, Aug. 31.— 
(INS)—It was a thoroughly crush- 


ed, bewildered, and timid Tokyo 
that greeted the advance guard of 
American conquerors. 


The great metropolitan area, 
formerly one of the most thickly | 
populated sections in the world, 
tuday appears near desertion. The 
Japs have kept every promise to 
withdraw their troops. At first the 
remaining people were frightened, 
querulous—completely unable to 
understand the catastrophe of de- 
feat and enemy occupation—but 
their terror quickly gave way to 
efforts to be ingratiating. 


I breezed into Tokyo yesterday 
with a group of 14 American cor- 
respondents in advance of the oc. 
cupation forces, and we found that 
the Japs had even moved their 
troops beyond the Tamagawa river, 
between Yokohama and Tokyo— 
leaving the Tokyo sector clear. ° 
FIRST IMPRESSION | 
_ The first impression of the To-| 
Kyo-Yokohama area, which was a 
thriving beehive of nearly 12,000,-. 
000 people when I was last here 
four years ago, is that there is al- 
most nobody left here amid mile 
after mile of ruins.

In Tokyo we registered at the 
Imperial hotel—the famous hos- 
telry designed by American archi- 
tect Frank Lloyd Wright. 

Then we circled the palace of 
Emperor Hirohito and everywhere 
met the stares of the Tokyo popu- 
lace, ranging from curious to 
friendly and to cautiously hostile.

NIMITZ TOURS AREA

terfront and dropped anchor in 
Tokyo bay as MacArthur arrived, 
and Halsey and Adm. Nimitz, the 
Pacific commander in chief, vis- 
ited Yokosuka.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—() 
An Allied plan to take reparations 
from Germany out of German 
production for six years or more 
was revealed today by Edwin W. 
Pauley, American representative 
on the Allied reparations commis- | 
sion. | 

Pauley also disclosed that the. 
governments of the western Eu-| 
ropean Allies have been invited to 
submit by Oct. 1 their claims for 
reparations from the _ defeated | 
Reich. 


Similar invitations were not sent 
to Latin American countries, how- 
ever, because it is expected that | 
German assets seized in those | 
lands will provide adequate com- 
pensation for them. | 


Previously, President Truman, | 
Generalissimo Stalin and Prime 
Minister Attlee had agreed at Ber- 
lin to divide reparations between 
the eastern and western Allies on 
a rough 50-50 basis. To this end | 
they worked out divisions between 
Russia and Poland on the one hand 
and the United States, Britain and 
all the other Allies on the other 
hand.

Boyington, 900 Prisoners 
~ Come Out of ‘Hell Hole’ 


TOKYO BAY, Friday, Aug. 31.—(#)—Hunger, humiliation and 
“bestial beatings” was the story of 500 Allied prisoners of war, in- 
cluding the famed ace, Maj. Gregory (Pappy) Boyington, safe aboard 
mercy ships today after being rescued from Japanese prison camps. 


The first contingent of liber- 
ated prisoners included crewmen 
of the late Capt. Colin Kelly’s Fly- 
ing Fortress, who told how Kelly 
met his death early in the war. 

It is estimated there are 36,000 
prisoners, including 8,000 Ameri- 
cans, at camps scattered through- 
out Japan. 

Boyington declared he was beat- 
en with a baseball bat, among 
other forms of mistreatment. 
Others declared “bestial beatings 
were common.” All told of hun- 
ger, privation, humiliation and 
various forms of brutality. 


FREED FROM OMORI 

They were evacuated to the 
Navy transports Reeves and Com- 
fort and other mercy ships after 
being freed from'a prison camp 
at Omori, near Yokohama. 

Rear Adm. Robert B. Carney, 
Adm. Halsey’s chief of staff, di 
rected that efforts be made to 
evacuate 1,500 more prisoners to 
the ships during last night. 

Food and other supplies were 
being dropped from American su- 
perforts to the thousands still con- 
fined. 

The prisoners were delirious 
with joy, many of them weeping, 
as the long-awaited liberation 
came. Some, wearing only shorts, 
hoisted American, British and 
™utch flags as they cheered, 
waved and jumped wildly about. 

Commodore Roger Simpson, 
commanding the evacuation force, 
reported that many of the pris- 
oners were suffering from frac- 
tures, open wounds, concussion

‘FHONE MARRIAGE IN GEORGIA ‘OUT,’ 
OFFICIAL TELLS BLANDING NURSE 


Can a telephone be a “middle man” In a Georgia wedding? 

That’s what is puzzling Joe Bush, clerk of the domestic 
relations court of the Fulton county superior court. 

Bush received a letter from an Army nurse, requesting 
information regarding marriage by telephone. The letter, writ- 
ten by Lt. CJifford Davis, of the Army Service Forces’ Regional 
hospital, Camp Blanding, Fla., reads: 

“I would like to know just as soon as possible if the laws 
of Georgia recognize marriage by telephone in a foreign country 
~—he willkbe in Italy and I in Georgin—as being legal? 

“What are the proper procedures?” 

Bush replied to the nurse that there are no provisions for 
such a marriage in the Georgia law books, and a “telephone” 
marriage has never been performed in the state, to his knowl- 
edge. 

More than a dozen “marriages by mail” have been recorded 
in the Fulton county clerk’s office between women in the 
county and servicemen overseas. Georgia is one of the few 
states in the United States which has accepted such marriages 
as legal.

Hasty and shortsighted was the deci- 
sion to discontinue the Latham Act funds 
which, through the Federal Works Agency, 
enabled the nursery schools of Atlanta, 
Decatur, Fulton and DeKalb counties, to 
fill a need felt long before the war. 


Pressure of the war, with many moth- 
ers at work; the rising tide of delinquency, 
both joined to cause congress to set aside 
these funds. They now have been cut off 
and most of the nursery schools will close 
despite the fact that husbands of most 
Services wives are not home and will -aot 
be for many more..months. $4 


The point is, these nurseries were 


needed before the war. They more than 
pay their way. If they are abandoned the 
number of broken homes will rise; the net 
product will be more delinquency with in- 
creased costs in juvenile homes and courts, 
and a lowering of child health standards. 
Discontinuing the nurseries is a “penny- 
wise and pound-foolish” act. 


Communities which will see this and 
which will become active, through school 
and P.-T. A. associations, can obtain fed- 
eral grants-in-aid for nurseries. The Con- 
stitution, interested in better care for chil- 
dren, earnestly recommends such action— 
now. 


Mr. Truman Comes to a Conclusion 


On Thursday afternoon President Harry 
S. Truman authorized this quotation re- 
garding the Pearl Harbor investigation: 


“I came to the conclusion that the whole 
thing is the result of the policy which the 
country itself pursued. The country was 
not ready for preparedness. 


“Every time the President (Franklin 
D. Roosevelt) made an effort to get a pre- 
paredness program through the congress, 
it was stifled. Whenever the President 


made a statement about the necessity of 
preparedness, he was vilified for doing it. 


“T think the country is as much to 
blame as any individual in this final situa- 
tion that developed in Pearl Harbor.” 


With all this The Constitution concurs. 
Indeed, the same thoughts were expressed 
in an editorial of yesterday morning. 


We hope and believe the nation will 
agree and that from it we have learned, 
as a people, the lesson of preparedness. 


Four Per Cent Money Is Not a Sin 


Georgia’s building and loan organiza- 
tions have taken the GI Bill of Rights 
football and are running for a touchdown 
—for which we all must be grateful. 


The Bankers’ Association, fully awake 
to the opportunity, is getting busy and 
next week will prove, by Holy Writ or 
something, that lending money at four per 
cent is not a sin as some of the reluctant 
rural members seem to think. 


The arithmetic of it is this: 


If about half of Georgia’s returning 
servicemen and women avail themselves 
of the GI Bill of Rights to the extent of 
borrowing $5,000 each the result will be 
something like $600,000,000 spent in Geor- 
gia on homes, new businesses and so on. 
A GI from Georgia may borrow in any 
other state—as one from Vermont may 


borrow and spend in Georgia. Despite 
confusion there really is nothing wrong 
with the GI bill as it stands. Amendments 
soon will clarify it. 


The communities of Georgia ought not 
to fail to see their returning GIs, who wish 
to take advantage of the bill, get that op- 
portunity in their own home banks and 
building and loan agencies. The money 
then stays at home—and hires carpenters, 
buys paint, furniture, lumber and so on, 


The educational benefits are many. If 
there is a college in your community see 
that your bank will lend the money. 


The best picture would be that of Geor- 
gia’s banks and building and loan associa- 
tions both engaged in doing the job. And 
that, of course, is what we will have, of- 
ficials of both organizations wanting it. 


Don't Make It a Rat Race 


While we are sure there are a number 
of estimable young men in the “stock car” 
races, scheduled as a very minor part of 
the Labor Day program at Lakewood 
Park, our attention has been called to the 
fact that there are some familiar police 
court names in the list. Their presence 
should require the race to be called a rat 


Trace. 


One of them is that of a racketeer re- 
centlv involved in killing a young woman 
and injuring another by running over them 
with an automobile, the charges alleging 
_ deliberate reckless driving and many other 
traffic offenses. Also reported entered are 
some of the more notorious racketeers of 
the liquor running and the bootlegger races 


which have, probably for the best, killed 
off some of this vermin. 


It will be a shocking display of bad 
taste if these men are permitted to appear 
in the race and we respectfully call it to 
the attention of the proper authorities. 


Also, we trust the police will look into 
it and slap back into jail as many of these 
underworld rats as may be put there. To 
permit them brazenly to race in public is 
too much for us to stomach. 


With them out let the legitimate en-

Indeed, Madam, 
I Can Tell You 


“Dear Sir: I never miss one of the Mauldin 

cartoons on your opposite editorial page. But, 

fe being an older person, I must confess I do not 

always understand them. For example, the other morning Joe and 

Bill were seated at the table and the wife of one of them brought 

in a tray on which sat a bottle. She said to them, ‘Your Uncle 

Willie has sent you a bottle of fine European cognac.’ Yet, to my 

surprise, both of the ex-soldiers were shown pushing away from 

it and indicating violent objections to its presence. Can you tell 
me why they didn’t care for it?” 

Indeed, madam, I can. 

On a recent journey around the world with the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors’ committee, I visited many military 
camps, bases and stations. In the course of this journey I had a 
research committee delve into the chief problems and the problem 
of drink was one. 

As I think I wrote in another afticle, if anyone is unfortunate 
enough to have a relative or friend addicted to drink, the proper 
place to send him is to Europe, especially France, Italy, Egypt or 
anywhere in the Middle East. That region is one vast Keely cure 
and of all the effective medicines in the cure of the drink habit 
or desire, the cognac of Europe is the most effective. 

Indeed, the French or Italian cognac is even worse than the 
Turkish kon-yak, although that may stretch your imagination. 

The cognac of Europe is referred to as the Germans’ secret 
weapon which they left behind. It was rated not by proof, which 
was violently high. nor by taste, which was reported by my com- 
mittee as exceedingly defying description, but by the number of 
bounces it took after being swallowed. 

There was a strong suspicion the Germans had induced the 
vintners and distillers of France and Italy to mix some sort of 
rubber content in fhe cognac of Europe. A fellow would say: 

“This is a bottle of two-bounce cognac. It will lie down in the 
stomach after two bounces and is much better than the four-bounce 
kind we got last week.” 

There were reportedly some five-and-six-bounce bottles of cognac 
discovered here and there in Europe, but I think they were con- 
fined to Italy. 


In Egypt the suffering was intense until ship- 
Isle of Cyprus ments of cognac from Cyprus were received. 
It was, after a trial, standardized as very superior one-bounce 
brandy. You did not have to pat it on the head to make it lie 
down. 

The Egyptian vodka was unusual. When the stopper was re- 
moved a small cloud would rise out of the bottle. For a time this 
caused some alarm, but at last it was recalled that Egypt was the 
land of mystery and of ancient rites and magic. The small cloud 
which floated slowly out of the bottle was dismissed as some mys- 
tery leftfin the land of the Pharaohs and no one bothered about it. 

The Egyptian vodka was three-bounce stuff. Even it was su- 
perior to the Egyptian whisky which was referred to as pole-vault 
stuff by the weaker participants. 

In Turkey the committee reported the drinking greatly simpli- 
fied. There was the national drink, known as raki. A _ white, 
colorous liquid, it would turn a heavy, milky color when mixed 
with water. The colloquial name for it was “lion’s milk.” It was 
a very palatable drink, so I am told. The other drink was kon-yak 
and was two-bounce stuff. 

Oddly enough, the working committee in Tehran, Iran, be- 
lieved the local vodka, a one-bounce fluid, to be superior to the 
Russian vodka. This was, according to the report, not true. The 
Russians had three grades of vodka and their first grade, known 
as hunter’s vodka, and pepper vodka, were of no bounce at all. 


The Iranian cognac was almost as bad as the 
Camel Town Italian stuff. It was strong enough to carry an 
ordinary municipal election and it had an aroma reminiscent of 
a camel caravan entering Tehran’s camel town on the outskirts of 
the city. Especially a caravan which had come all the way from 
the Caspian sea and finished up on a warm afternoon. Confirmed 
alcoholics came to Tehran and after a few days became total ab- 
stainers, going around organizing WCTU chapters. 

India offered a native gin which varied from one bounce to 
no bounce. It was quite popular. The Indian cognac was bone 
and bone of the Tehran stuff. 

Probably the most famous beverages in the world, however, are 
Chungking gin and Chungking vodka. They are both out of the 
same vat, the gin being flavored with aloes. On the bulletin of 
the famous press hostel at Chungking there was this report from 
a Navy docior stationed there: 

“Gentlemen of the Press Hostel—As per your request I have 
analyzed the Chungking gin and vodka. It is not fit for human con- 
sumption. Yours, , Naval Medical Service. P. S. I 
have just ordered a case.” 

There was simply nothing else to drink at Chungking except 
water and the water in China is very dangerous indeed unless 
boiled, long and earnestly.<JIt was not possible to carry around a 
stove, even a small charcoa)] brazier to boil the water. 

The Chinese liked best a fiery white wine. At least, it was 
called wine, even though its proof was about 180. Jt was made 
out of some sort of ferrnented pepper berry and the bottom third 
of each bottle was filled with the little red peppers. It was, re- 
portedly, something unusual. 

The rice wine tasted like mild sherry and was popular. 

China never attempted a cognac and it is a pity in a way, be- 
cause it would surely have been something new and awesome. Not 
to say awful. 

I trust this will be an explanation of the Mauldin cartoon, which 
showed the two ex-soldiers who had served through the Italian and 
French campaigns leaping away from Uncle Willie’s fine European 
cognac. 

They had been bit by that dog but wanted no more of its hair.

U. S. Interests Threatened 


Thomas Russell Ybarra, well known for his best-seller, “Young 
Man of Caracas,” has specialized for many years in articles on 
international subjects for American newspapers and magazines. 
Chief correspondent for the Mew York Times in Berlin and Lon- 
don, European editor of Collier’s, few areas of the world hold any 
mystery for Ybarra. South America is, however, the most fa- 
miliar. His father was a Venezuelan, his mother a native of the 
United States, and he has spent many years traveling throughout 
that region, 


RIO DE JANEIRO.—The United States may lose out to Euro- 
pean rivals in the first heat of the postwar race for commercial 
and other advantages in Latin America, according to Americans here. 

Unless the U. S. government, working in harmony with Amer- 
ican organizations and individuals, concentrates more assiduously 
on the task of maintaining and developing Uncle Sam’s prestige 
in the Latin-American republics, competitors will beat us to it. 

This, which would be lamentable anywhere, would be particu- 
larly unfortunate with regard to Brazil, they assert; since it would 
mean that we had carelessly thrown away the preferred position 
which we now enjoy there thanks to smooth wartime co-operation 
between the Brazilian and U. S. governments and to the unprece- 
dented comradeship engendered between our troops and those of 


Brazil on the battlefields of Italy. 

. Those concerned about the immediate future 
Rivals at Work of the good-neighbor policy express approval 
of hints from Washington and from American business which seem 
to show appreciation of the importance of these gains both in 
Brazil and elsewhere in Latin America and of the need to protect 
and add to them now that peace has returned to the world. Never- 
theless, disillusionment in the past makes these American students 
of the present situation fear that as soon as the first flush of inter- 
American solidarity through wartime co-operation begins to fade, 
North America may again drop South America like a red-hot potato 
and leave the first postwar harvest—also, possibly, later harvests— 
of Latin-American business and other benefits, to European rivals. 

Already, one is told here in Rio, those rivals are working hard 
for their good and, consequently, our detriment. 

For instance, British manufacturers are already offering products 
urgently needed by Brazil for delivery within a few weeks; whereas 
American manufacturers of similar products are telling would-be 
customers here that they will be unable to quote prices and make 
deliveries of similar products until some time in 1946. 


Even France, they add, despite four years of 
French Culture Nazi blight, is endeavoring already to reas- 
sert the supremacy of French cultural ideals in Brazilian and other 
Latin-American minds. 

Not even the most sanguine believe that we can substitute over- 
night in South America a liking for the culture of the United States 
in preference to that of France, which has always commanded the 
enthusiastic admiration of Latin Americans, They do believe, how- 
ever, the United States must attempt to foster deeper understanding 
of North American culture and thus combat the ever-recurring be- 
lief down there that the U. S. has nothing to offer but materialism. 

There is also fear among some American pessimists of an even- 
tual German comeback in Brazil. But even the gloomiest among 
them admit that the Germans have taken such terrible punishment 
that nothing dangerous need be expected of them for a long time— 
in Brazil or anywhere else. But, they add in the next breath, there 
is in this country a bigger concentration of Germans and people of 
German descent than in any other Latin-American republic, many 


of whom—unless they are resolutely kept in order by Brazil in 


co-operation with the United States—may again be inspired by 
another aggressive Germany to threaten democracy and freedom 
all over the world, as they did after the first World War.

Roosevelt's Strategy 
Proved to Be Right 


WASHINGTON.—Final justification for the 

strategy we adopted in knocking the Nazis out 

b _ of the war first has been found in the revela- 

tions that have just been made on German development of trans- 
atlantic rocket bombs. 


Given a little more time, the Germans, our military leaders have 
revealed, would have been able to hurl huge rocket bombs across 
the Atlantic at our principal cities with the same ease and devas- 
tation that they attacked London. 


Moving in for the occupation of Germany after the Nazi surren- 
der, our military commanders found that the scientific work for 
the production of these bombs had already been completed. In 
about a year or less they would have been ready for use against us. 


It is not inconceivable that many of our great cities and in- 
dustrial centers would have been destroyed. No known defense has 
yet been developed against the robot bombs, except to attack them 
+ a They were capable of crossing the Atlantic in 

‘ minutes, 


As amazing as all of that sounds it is no more amazing than 
our own feat in producing the atomic bomb. The Germans were 
just behind us in experimental work on this, the deadliest of all 
lethal weapons, also. 


If we had concentrated our major war ef- 
Strategy Correct fort on knocking Japan out first, leaving 
the Germans a freer hand for their scientific experiments, it is not 
unlikely that we in the United States would have felt the force of 
these deadly weapons before we got around to the task of invading 
Germany. 


As it is, we have escaped the fury of war on our own con- 
tinental shores. Not one of our American cities has been struck 
by an enemy bomb. We alone of the major nations engaged in the 
war have come out of the conflict with our country intact, with 
our cities and industrial machife untouched. 


By comparison, it will take Russia, Britain and France (not to 
mention Germany and Japan) years to rebuild the damage that 
has been done. 


It is not unlikely, also, that if we had not turned the major 
part of our energiés to Europe instead of Japan after Pearl Harbor, 
Russia might have been defeated. That would have multiplied our 
problems many fold. 

The aid we gave Russia, directly and indirectly, in the early 
stages of the war was a tremendous factor in her ability to with- 
stand the German onslaught. 

We not only gave them much needed munitions and supplies, 
but we prevented the Germans from employing their total forces 
on the eastern front by the extent of our concentrations in Eng- 
land and North Africa. Long before D-Day these were threats 
which forced a division of German strength. 

Looking backward over events as they have 


Roosevelt Right since unfolded, no sane person can ques- 


tion the wisdom of the strategy that was employed by the Allied 
high command in concentrating on Germany first. We held Japan 
at arm’s length while we were preparing the“*knockout punch for 
the European end of the Axis. 

And yet it must be recalled that there were people in the 
country who bitterly assailed President Roosevelt for the adoption 
of this strategy. He was reviled and denounced for ordering the 
weight of our forces to be applied against Germany first. 

Voices—responsible voices, it seemed—were heard in and out 
of congress in criticism of the Allied strategy. The critics wanted 
us to defeat Japan before striking at Germany. The Nipponese, 
it was held, were our worst; enemies. 

How utterly stupid all of this criticism was is now made plain 
by the revelations that hav en made on German progress with 
transatlantic rocket bombs

United States pay its public serv- 
ants so little? 


Dean -Acheson’s case is the lat- 
est, and‘quite to™the point, 

Mr. Acheson quit a lucrative 
legal partnership four and one- 
half years ago to take a govern- 


ment job as assistant secretary of 
state. He had been grossing $100,- 


000 or more a year. 

You may question the ethics of 
such large incomes, but they are 
not uncommon in the legal pro- 
fession. There are many that get 
much more than Mr. Acheson ever 
made, 


His State Department job netted 
him $9,000 a year. Of course 
taxes the $100,000 didn't 
But it can be said, 
and needs to be pointed out, that 
he took a 90 per cent cut in gross 


‘income to enter government serv- 


ice. 

Also it should be mentioned that 
Mr. Acheson, unlike most of 
America’s recent assistant secre- 
taries of state, has no inherited 
income. Others can fall back on 
the Rockefeller or Armour millions 
to meet the differences between 
income and outgo. Not Mr. Ache- 
son. 


Dean Acheson during his law 
practicing years had accumulated 
a nice nest egg. But he had lived 
well, too. There was a house in 
Georgetown, a farm in Maryland. 


The last five years have pret- 
ty well eaten up that nest egg. It 
is literally impossible for assist- 
ant secretaries of state to main- 
tain the living standard required 
of them on what the government 
pays them. They must constant- 
ly entertain members of the diplo- 
matic corps and visitors whose 
good will may be of inestimable 
value to the United States. 


Financial reasons were respon- 
sible for Dean Acheson’s resign- 
ing his post as assistant secretary 
last week. It was regrettable in 
that he had been a phenomenal 
success as liaison man with con- 
gress. But he couldn’t continue 
to live in the red. He had to get 
back into private law practice and 
recoup his fortune. 


So he resigned. 

Three days later he discovered 
he had been named undersecre- 
tary of state. In the State De- 
partment hierarchy, he is now sec- 
ond man, instead of in third place 
with five others. When James F. 
Byrnes is away from the country 
—as he will have to be much of 
the time what with Foreign Min- 
isters’ Council gatherings, Pan- 
American ministers’ meetings, ete. 
—Dean Acheson will be acting 
secretary of state. 

His new job will pay him $10,- 
000 a year instead of $9,000. The

What better answer to the plaint 
of youngsters “Mom, I’m hun- 
gry!” than a jar brimful of cook- 
ies? Cookies not only are a satis- 
fying sweet for children, a good 
energy food, but when made with 
enriched flour, dark molasses, 
fruits and nuts, cookies supply a 
number of valuable nutrients. 
Dark molasses is one of the best 
sources of food iron, a mineral 
usually supplied in the American 
diet by meat, And since our meat 
intake has been serverely reduced 
for many months it is advisable 
to make as liberal use as possible 
of dark molasses. Sweeten des- 
serts with molasses for energy and 
food iron. Keep some of the fol- 
lowing eookies on hand for the 
children’s snacks, for lunch boxes, 
and for accompaniment to sum- 
mertime drinks and fresh fruits. 


MOLASSSES GINGER COOKIES 


(These improve with age.) 

4 cups sifted enriched flour 

2 teaspoons ginger 

1 teaspoon soda 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

3-4 cup ‘Shortening 

l egg 

2 cups dark molasses 

Mix and sift all dry ingredients.
